. Washington. Feb. 20. — President 
Roosevelt transmitted to congress the 
report of the board of consulting engi- 
neers on the Panama canal, together 
with the letter of Secretary Taft, th« 
report of the Isthmian canal commia- 
$:••>£ snd s. letter by Chief Engineer 
Stevens. The letter of the president 
ia part is as follows: 


"To the senate and house of rspre- j 


se*uatives—1 submit herewith the let- 
ter of the secretary of war transmit- 
ting the report of the board of con- 
sulting engineers on the Panama canal 
•and the report of the Isthmian canal 
commission thereon, together with a 
letter written to the chairman of the 
Isthmian canal commission by Chief 
Engineer Stevens. Both the board of 
consulting 
engineers and the canal 


commission drVide in their report. 


"The majority or the board of con- 


sulting engineers, eight in number. In- 
cluding the five foreign engineers, fa- 
vor a sea level canal: and one mem- 
ber of the canal commission. Admiral 
Endlcott. takes the same view. Five 
of the eight American members of the 
board of censuring engineers and five 
members of the Isthmian canal com- 
tnisison favor the lock canal, and so 
does 
Chief Engineer Stevens. 
The 


secretary of v.-ar recommends a lock 
canal pursuant to the recommenda- 
tions of the minority of the board of 
consulting engineers and of the ma- 
jority of the canal commission. After 
careful study of the papers submitted 
and full and exhaustive consideration 
of the whole subject, I concur in this 
recommendation. 


"A 
careful 
study of the reports 


seenis to establish a strong probability 
that the follov.-ing ar+ the facts: The 
sea level canal would be slightly lesa 
exposed to. damage In the event of 
war, the running expenses, apart from 
tbe heavy cost of interest on the 
amount employed to build it, would be 
less, and for small ships the time of 
transit woul-i probably be less. 


"On the other hand, the lock canal 


at a level of 80 feet or thereabouts 
would not cost much more than half 
as much to build and could be built 
In about half the time, while there 
•would be very much less risk connect- 
ed with building it. and for large 
ships tbe transit would be quicker, 
while taking into account the interest 
on the amount saved in building, the 
actual cost of maintenance would be' 
less. 


"After being built It would be easier 


to enlarge the lock canal than the sea 
level canal. Moreover, what has been 
actually demonstrated in making and 
operating the great lock canal, the 
Soo, a more important artery of traflic 
than the great sea level canal, the 
Suez goes to support the opinion of 
the minority of the consulting board 
of engineers and of the majority of 
the Isthmian canal commission as to 
the superior safety, feasibility and de- 
sirability of building a lock canal at 
Panama. 


"The law now on our statute books 


seems to contemplate a lock canal. In 
my judgment a lock canal, as herein 
recommended, ia advisable. 
If the 


congress directs that a sea level canal 
be constructed its direction will of 
course be carried out. Otherwise the 
canal will be built oa substantially the 
plan for a lock canal outlined in the 
accompanying papers, such changes 
being made, of course, as may be found 
actually necessary, including possibly 
the change recommended by the secre- 
tary of war. as to the site of the dam 
on the Pacific side.

PRESIDENT URGES 


LOCK CANAL 


. Washington, Fob. 20. — President 
hoosovelt transmitted to congress the 
report of the board of consulting engl' 
neers on the Panama canal, together 
with the lettor of Secretary Taft. thè 
report of the Isthmian canal commis- 
sion and a letter by Chief Engineer 
Stevens. 
The letter of tlie president 
In part is as follows: 


"To the senate and house of rapro- 
sontatives—I submit here\vith the let- 
ter of the secretary of war transmit- 
ting the report of the board of con- 
sulting engineers on the Panama canal 
and the report of the Isthmian canal 
commission thereon, together with a 
letter written to the chairman of tho 
Isthmian canal commission by Chlof 
Engineer Stevens. Both the board of 
Consulting 
engineers and tho canal 
commission divide in their report, 


"The majority of tho board of con- 
sulting engineers, eight in number. In- 
cluding tho five foreign engineers, fa- 
vor a sea level canal; and one mem- 
ber of the canal commission, Admiral 
PJndlcott, takes the same view. 
Fire 
bf the eight American members of the 
board of consulting engineers and five 
members of the Isthmian canal com- 
mlsison favor the lock canal, and so 
does 
Chief Engineer Stevens. 
The 
seci'etary of war recommends a lock 
canal pursuant to the 
recommenda- 
tions of the minority of the board of 
consulting éiiglneers and of the ma- 
jority of the canal commission. After 
careful study of the papers submitted 
and full and exhaustive consideration 
of the whole subject, I concur in this 
recommendation. 
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"A 
careful 
study of the reports 
iseenìs to establish a strong probability 
that thp follov/ing ari3 the facts: The 
soa level canal would be slightly lesa 
exposed to^ damage in the event of 
war, the running expenses, apart from 
the heavy cost of interest 
on 
tho 
amount employed to build it. would bo 
less, and for small ships the time of 
transit would probably be less. 


"On the other hand, the lock canal 
at a level of 80 feet or thereabouts 
would not cost much more than half 
as much to build and could be built 
In about half the time, while there 
would be very much less risk connect- 
ed with 
building it, and for 
large 
ships the transit 
would be quicker, 
while taking Into account the Interest 
on the amount saved in building, the 
actual cost of maintenanco would be 
less. 


"After being built It would be easier 
to enlarge the lock canal than the sea 
level canal. Moreover, what has been 
actually demonstrated In making and 
operating the great lock canal, 
the 
Soo, a more important artery of traffic 
than the great sea level canal, tho 
Suez goes to raipport the opinion of 
the minority of the consulting board 
of engineers and of the majority of 
tho Isthmian canal commission as to 
the superior safety, feasibility and de- 
sirability of building a lock canal at 
Panama. 


"The law now on our statute books 
seems to contemplate a lock canal. In 
my judgment a lock canal, as herein 
recommended. 
Is advisable. 
If 
the 
congress directs that a sea level canal 
be constructed 
its direction will of 
course be carried out. Otherwise tho 
canal will be built on substantially the 
plan for a lock canal outlined In the 
accompanying papers, such 
changes 
being made, of course, as may be found 
actually necessary, including possibly 
the change recommended by tho secre- 
tary of war, as to the site of the dam 
on the Pacific side.

PRESIDENT URGES 


LOCK CANAL 


t Washington, Fob. 20, — President 
fcoosevelt transmitted to congress the 
report of the board of consulting engi­ 
neers on the Panama canal, together 
with the letter of Secretary Taft, th« 
report of the Isthmian canal commis­ 
sion and a letter by Chief Engineer 
Stevens, The letter of the president 
in part is as follows: 


"To the senate and house of repre­ 
sentatives—I submit herewith the let­ 
ter of the secretary of war transm it­ 
ting the report of the board of con­ 
sulting engineers on the Panama canal 
and the report of the Isthmian canal 
commission thereon, together with a 
letter written to the chairman of the 
Isthmian canal commission by Chiof 
Engineer Stevens. Both the board of 
consulting 
engineers and tho canal 
commission divide in their report. 


"The majority of the board of con­ 
sulting engineers, eight in number, in­ 
cluding the five foreign engineers, fa­ 
vor a sea level canal; and one mem­ 
ber of the canal commission, Admiral 
Endicott, takes the same view. 
Five 
bf the eight American members of the 
board of consulting engineers and five 
members of the Isthmian canal com- 
rnisison favor the lock canal, and ao 
does 
Chief Engineer Stevens. 
The 
secretary of war recommends a lock 
canal pursuant to the recommenda­ 
tions of the minority of the board of 
consulting engineers and of the ma­ 
jority of the canal commission. After 
careful study of the papers submitted 
and full and exhaustive consideration 
of the whole subject, I concur in this 
recommendation. 


« 


"A 
careful 
study of the reports 
Seems to establish a strong probability 
that tho following are the facts: The 
sea level canal would be slightly less 
exposed to* damage in the event of 
war, the running expenses, apart from 
the heavy cost of interest 
on 
the 
amount employed to build it, would bo 
less, and for small ships the time of 
transit would probably be less. 


"On the other hand, the lock canai 
at a level of 80 feet or thereabouts 
would not cost much more than half 
as much to build and could be built 
in about half the time, while there 
would be very much less risk connect­ 
ed with building it, and for large 
ships the transit 
would be quicker, 
while taking into account the interest 
on the amount saved in building, the 
actual cost of maintenance would be 
less. 


“After being built it would be easier 
to enlarge the lock canal than the sea 
level canal. Moreover, what has been 
actually demonstrated in making and 
operating the great lock canal, the 
Soo, a more important artery of traffic 
than the great sea level canal, the 
Suez goes to support the opinion of 
the minority of the consulting board 
of engineers and of the majority of 
the Isthmian canal commission as to 
the superior safety, feasibility and de­ 
sirability of building a lock canal at 
Panama. 


"The law now on our statute books 
seems to contemplate a lock canal. In 
my judgment a lock canal, as herein 
recommended, is advisable. 
If the 
congress directs that a sea level canal 
be constructed its direction will of 
course be carried out. Otherwise tho 
canal will be built on substantially the 
plan for a lock canal outlined in the 
accompanying papers, such 
changes 
being made, of course, as may be found 
actually necessary, including possibly 
the change recommended by the secre­ 
tary of war, as to the site of the dam 
on the Pacific side. 


"THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 


The estimated cost of 5247,021,000 
for the sea level canal and $139.705.200 
for the 85-foot level canal, a difference 
of 5107,000,000. 
The Isthmian canal 
commission and the chief engineer re­ 
gard the estimate for the sea level 
canal as too low by at least $25,000,000 
for reasons stated in their reports. 


Railroads Hit Back at Ohio. 


Chicago, Feb. 20.—All 
forms 
of 
transportation except the regular 2* 
cent a xnile rate provided by law will 
be cut off by the railroads in Ohio, ac­ 
cording to a decision reached at a 
conference of passenger representar 
tives of all roads with linvs in that 
state. It was agreed that by eliminat­ 
ing everything except 2-cent fires the 
railways could in a measure ¿ompen- 
sate themselves for the loss caused 
by tHe new rate law. The action con­ 
templated will deprive Ohioans of all

EarthquAket will be reported iu many 
quarters of the globe, within three days 
of noon on the 10th.

Third regular storm period will prove 
one of the most decided times of turmoil 
in June. 
It is central on the 15th and 
will come to its culminating stages dur- 
ing Sunday the lOlh to Tuesday 18th. 
Look for au excess of lightuing, some of 
which will bo dangerous, but most of 
which will be harmless and sublime. 


A roftcLlnuary storm period falls ceu 
tral on the 20th, 21st and 22nd. The June 
solstice and the murcury disturbance arc 
central together on the 2l8t. The moon 
passes over the celestial equator, work- 
ing southward, on the 20th.

touching that day look for suddeu and 
very decided rise of tomperaturo, with 
corresponding fall of the barometer—be-

Hanover, Feb. 17.— Joseph B. Renaut 


' died at his home. Xo. 136 Carlisle etreet, 
; at 11:30 p. m. last night from gas poison- 


ing, complicated by kidney disease, which 
became aggravated and acute as the result 


• of the inhalation of the gas. Mr. Renaut 


retired on Saturday night, Feb. 10, with 


• the gas radiator in his room burning. 
During the night, and up to the time 
•when his plight'-.-was discovered Sunday 
the gas from the stove, in some unknown 


• manner, escaped and filled the room. 
The voang man as a rule did not rise ear- 
; ly on Sunday morning and his remaining 
• abed until noon created no surprise. Af- 
, ter dinner, however, his father concluded 
' he had slept sufficient, and went to his 
son's roonu to find him sound asleep, with 


• the gas radiator burning brightly and the 
5 room filled with gas. All efforts to arouse 
' the sleeper proving futile, Mr. Renaut 
• summoned Dr. J. H. Bittinger, who ar- 
• rived promptly and applied restoratives. 
DrJ H. M. AMeman was also sent for and 
• both physicians did their utmost to relieve 
-the stupor. Despite the efforts of Dr. Bit- 
• tinger and Dr. E. \V. Meisenhelder, a 
! specialist from York, together with Miss 
• Katharyn Gertrude Kelly, a trained nurse 
: from Baltimore, a'graduate of the Mary- 
land Homeopathic College, the young 


• man after lingering in a comatose condi- 
'• tion for over five days withontlhaving re- 
' gamed consciousness, passed away. The 
1 case, which was most remarkable, was 
:-the all-absorbing subject for discussion 
• during the past five days xnving to the 
• fact that the young man was one of the 
• most popular in Hanover, being promi- 
; nent in social and business circles. As a 
merchant he was thoroughly progressive 
^and up^to-aate, having in a few years 
-built up a lucrative trade for his father, 
•. -J. A. Renaut, in the furniture business- 


He -was a -member of the Hanover 


Lodge No. 763, B. P. O of Elks. He was 


• also a member of Hanover S. F. E. Co. 
Xo, 1. He is survived by his father, ^ep- 


'• mother andrifire sisters. 


Hev-was aged 30 years, 1 month and 23 


1 days. 


'Dwelling FiredjTwice. 


Hanover, Feb. 19. — The work of an In- 


• eendiary might have destroyed the dwell- 
ing at West End, owned by Peter Meng- 
es, ofnearXew Oxford, this morning, had 
it not been for the assistance of neighbors 
•of the tenants, Grant Bowman and fami- 


• ly. In reality there were two fires. The 
following is a statement made by Mr. 
Bowman: Mrs. Bowman awoke early 
this morning and called her husband, as 
•-she heard a noise on the outside of the 
house. He hastily dressed and going 
••down stairs to pat the draft on the kitch- 
en stove, found the floor and wainscoting 
.in a side room adjoining the kitchen, 


• ablaze. A large coal oil can was in the 
midst of the flames. Running up stairs 
he informed his wife that the house was 
"on fire. Taking their baby, they went to 
a neighboring home and on the way met 
a strange man who inquired what was the 
;:natter. Informing him his house was on 
;Sre, the stranger went to the dwelling and 
"was found on the outside when Mr. Bow- 
^man returned. 
By this time several 


'neighbors had gathered and in a short 
"while the flames were extinguished. The 
•tenant then brought his wife home and 
the}- proceeded to get breakfast. At S 
o'clock a neighbor seeing smoke issuing 
from the roof of the Bowman home ran 
-into the house to notify the occnpants. 
An alarm was then sounded and about 
-the time of the arrival of driver Weinberg, 
Harnes broke out in the attic. Mounting 
-the steps, by the use of the hand chemic- 
-,al tanks, the flames were soon extinguish- 
ed, after having burned through the 
weatherboarding and a portion of the raf- 
ters. 


An esjunication of the premises reveal- 


'ed tbe source of the fire which had been 
•Jdndled with straw in the cellar, under 
'the floor, between the plastering and the 
s-,veatherboardin<r, which acted as a flue. 
A spark probably reached the attic and 
•set the frame work on fire- 


Mr. Bowman says that his cellar door 


was -broken open and that he found the 
-door to the room above open about six 
inches when he came down in the raorn- 
3ng. A cushion from the sitting room 
•was found saturated with coal oil, in the 
toom where the first fire occurred.

L0BSTER3. 
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No Probability That They Will Again 
Be as Plenty as Formerly. 


Maine lobster 
fishermen 
are hardly 
making a living at catching this shell- 
fish, says the Kennebec Journal. They 
report lobsters scarcer than ever be- 
fore since they have been engaged in 
this 
business. 
In 
years 
past 
the 
hardy men who brave the frigid weath- 
er have been able to make their liv- 
ing and something besides, but 
the 
past winter lobsters have been scarc- 
er than ever before, with the result 
that they have been unable to make 
more than both ends meet. 
The ter 
rific cold weather of the past week 
put a stop to the business altogether 
along tho coast; in fact, some of the 
fishemen 
became disgusted a month 
ago and hauled) up their 
traps, and 
have not made an effort to catch any 
lobsters since. 


Lobsters here are higher than ever 
before known, 50 cents being asked 
for a ten-inch one, and 
larger 
ones 
have sold for $12 a dozen. 
The de- 
mand far exceeds the supply even at 
that price. 
During the fall the fishing 
.fell oft and from that time until the 
present the catches have been very, 
small. 
The men who earn 
a liveli* 
hood from catching lobsters are be- 
coming discouraged, and 
fear 
they 
will have to turn their efforts in other 
directions unless there 
is a decided 
improvement in 
the business before 
long. 


There seems to be no probability 
that this delicious shellfish will ever 
Again be as plenty as It was a dozen 
or fifteen years ago. 
The 
storms of 
the past winter have destroyed many 
traps, and as the 
expense 
of 
the 
equipment is considerable some of the 
toilers of the sea are 
out of 
pocket. 
Although they have visited their traps 
every day when the weather 
would 
allow, oftentimes they did not bring 
ashore any lobsters, and other times 
only a half-dozen, that being consid- 
ered a good catch.

"Heady " Catchers 
Win the Ball 
Games

H0V7 me a ball club with 
a catcher who 
uses 
his 
head, 
whether he can hit a balloon or a bass fiddle or not, and 1 
will show you a club that Is one* two, three in the race. 


Now, I don't say that because I am a catcher, but just 
look the various successful clubs over and you will see that 
I am right. 


In my opinion catchers, as a rule, do not hit well, be- 
cause they have so much on their minds. 
When they go to 
tho bat theyaro generally exhausted mentally and physically. 


The catcher Is the keynote and director general of the defensive side of 
baseball. 
The batters have to go in and win the game, while the catcher and 
pitcher have to keep the other side from winning. 


You've often seen clubs that won championships with few good hitters. 
Do you know the reason for that? 
Well, I'll tell you. 
It is because they had 
a catcher that could work well on the defensive. 
No club ever won a cham- 
pionship without a good catcher. 
Take a club that doesn't hit well and it's 
up to them to make every possible run without the aid of slugging. 


The only way they can do this is to pull off steam work plays that make 
everything count. 
If they strike a dub catcher on the opposing team their 
work is easy. 
If they strike a wise fellow back there it's all up. I guess I 
have broken up a hundred attempts to win a game on the hit and run play. 


You'll find goodi catchers like Kleinow, Bresnahan, Bowerman, Kling and 
Sullivan and Doc Powers doing the same thing every day. 


The catcher has to watch every movo on tho diamond. 
He has to fore- 
see an attempt of the opposing side to pull off a hit an(J run play or get a 
stolen base. 
This consequently keeps his mind working every minute. 
If he 
thinks the hit and run is coming off he .simply signifies the pitcher to "pitch 
out"^ and if he doesn't nail the man at second he will at least break the play. 
It is often up to him to have a batter "walked" to prevent anything spectacu 
lar coming off. 


A catcher who watches every angle of the game like that on the defense 
is tired out when he goes to the bench, and tliat is the reason they do not, as 
a rule, hit well. 
They must take care of the defense, and let the fielders, who 
are usually good hitters, look after the offense. 
Of course, there are excep- 
tions to this rule, as some of the catchers are good hitters, but I merely refer 
to it as a general proposition. 


Give me a good set of catcliers and a good fiolding club and you can take 
all the sluggers you want

HEARING IN FISHES.

American Empire

HE wonderful progress, the ceaseless activity and. the almost 
obtrusive self-assertion of her great neighbor, the United 
States, have attracted men's attention from the slower but 
perhaps steadier growth Qf Canada. 
The growth of the oak 
may be Jess interesting to watch than that of the pine, but 
its durability 
is more permanent; 
and not to attempt 
to 
prophesy, it may be remarked that the teaching of history 
has shOM'n on more 
than one occasion 
that 
power 
and 
strength have come from the north, and that the stern fea- 
tures of nature, while Impeding tho advance to maturity, have strengthened 
the constitution «f natiops that have been born amid the regions of a severe 
climate. 


The picture presentedi by the Dominion of Canada is, however, even now 
striking enough to excite the imagination, as well as to rouse the interest of 
thinking men. 
A population conslstli^g for the most part of English, French 
and Scotch and amounting in numbers to little more than that of London, oc- 
cupies a country stretching over seventy degrees of longitude, and extending 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific ocean. 
This nation is progressing to matur- 
ity, fully imbued with English sentiments and English ideaa. 


Found That the Sense Is Not Highly 


Developed. 


At a recent meeting of the French 
Academy of Sciences Prof, Delage read 
an account of a series of experiments 
made by M, Marage on the sense of 
hearing in 
fishes. 
Many 
difiiculties 
were encountered in performing ac- 
curate experiments. 
If a 
fish 
be 
placed in a tank, the sound being re- 
flected from all the walls, the animal, 
havin|2f no clew as to the origin of the 
sound vibrations, wâl make no at- 
tempt at fleeing. If, however, the fishes 
are experimented on in the state of 
liberty these investigations will 
be 
found still more 
dlfiicult. 
At 
all 
events, 
fibhermen 
do believe in 
the 
sense of hearing of 
fishes. 
Marage 
used an India-rubber funnel to trans- 
mit the sound to the water, this fun- 
nel being cuned to the number of vibra- 
tions of the sound in question. 
The 
vowels a, e, i, o, u, were produced 
within a range of four octaves and 
with the energy generally used with 
deaf 
mutes. 
The experiments 
were 
madeon fishes both at liberty and in 
captivity. 
In the latter case a diver 
was able to perceive and to analyze 
the sound vibrations in the water to 
distances up to 100 
feet. 
Although 
these vibrations failed to show any ef- 
fect on the fishes M, Marage thinks It 
quite possible that the animals 
may 
hear the noises produced by 
fishermen. 
It 
should, 
however, be 
remembered 
that this rudimentary sense of hear- 
ing is compensated by highly develop- 
ed senses of touch and vision.—Scien- 
tific American.

HE old theory that college men are not adapted to businew life 


Í3 rapidly becoming obsoleta 
A century ago there were two 


avenues open to the college man, law and the ministry, the dlg^ 


- 
nity of the medical profession being decidedly less at that time 
than now, and the "fourth estate,'* jourunlism, was still in its 
infancy. 
Business, in those -days, was presumed to be lit only 
for those who could not educate themselves for the professions. 
There seemed to be a mutual agreement between colige graduates and 
of business houses—the former did not want to enter business, the latter did 
not want them. 
This prejudice, which almost amounted to contempt on the 
part of business men for men with college training, has continued almost 
down to the present time, but in the last few years there has been a radical 
change. 
The attitude of many business men toward college graduates has 
changed from aggressive hostility to positive friendliness. Where the college 
graduate of a generation ago sought vainly for an opening, that he might 
start for less than a living wage and riso on his merits, the man with the 
diploma finds today that there are Innumerable avenues not only open to him 
/but inviting his attention. In fact, eo strong is the demand that one university 
reports having received six offers of employment for each member of last 
year's graduating class, and hopes the coming season to surpass that record. 


In a day of great business enterprises tho trained thinker is a necessity. 
The man who can think clearly In Greek. Latin and higher mathematics will 
be able to apply the same reasoning faculties to methods of transportation, 
production and distribution. 
One railroad official, who has had experience 
with the infinite variety of men seeking entrance into one of this countr^^'s 
greatest industries, stated that while the college man entered the office four 
years behind the high-school graduate, within another four years the handicap 
¡had been overcome and the trained, mind was demonstrating its sui>erior 
capacity 
for mastering detail and bringing the affairs of a great corporation 
Into its compass. 
After that he forged rapidly ahead and the gap between 
the college graduate and the uneducated man yawned ^Vider every year. 


The gravest danger is. not that the higher education will unfit men for 
participation in business life, but that they may gain false Ideas of their own 
Importance and the obligation of the world to them, forgetting that all their 
work so far has been but preparation, and in the battlo with the world, which 
Is yet to come, the mere fact of possessing a college diploma will have weight 
only with the superficial, and that their personal fitness will be the true meas- 
ure of their success or failure.—The Circlo.

It iias always seemed to me it would be preferable 
for the corporations and the public that such regulation "be by 
tlie general government rather than by the States, because oi 
tile necessity for a reasonable degree of uniformity in the regula- 
tions for the protection of the public and that they might not 
conflict so seriously as would otherwise follow from the frequent 


changes of jurisdiction as we cross the SUte lines.

Karnestiy desiring improvement in corporate management, I have been 
In favor also of the greatest possible publicity being givt^n to all the acts Vf 
cVporations -which have been handled in such a way as to cause complaiiit 
When this subject was first agitated by the President in his message I 
thought I saw a new era <iawning in railroad management and an improved 
relationship possible between the reabonable portion of the public and the 
carriers. 


What was needed was regulation, not restriction; protection, not persecu- 
lion' but when the act 'was available for examination it was found to 'Bo 
revengeful and punitive; drawn either in ignorance or prejudice, with less 
thought of fairness to the railroads or the interest of the public than to con- 
centrate tremendous power in the general government not necessary for the 
regulation or the elimination of abuses complained of, and which, if constitu- 
.^ional, give.s power to derange eatablishea markets to an extent that, if ex- 
ercised, will produce little short of revolution. 


The public cry has been against discrimination, and yet those who have 
to ¡handle the business of the railroads Know that in private it is ow^ great 
effort on the part of the public to obtain that very thing. 


If a man ships a carload of freight every day in the year he pays the 
same rate of freight as the man who ships a similar caj-i(>ad once a month, 
but if a man rides every day In the year he must have a less rate than the 
man who rides only once a month. 
Ypu will note, therefore, the public is 
"bound to stop discrimination, even if it discriminates in doing so.
